‘Peter Marsack 
Sentenced to 


9-15 Years 


At the January term of Cir- 
cuit Court held here, Peter Rich- 


common was sentenced to from 
five to 15 years in care of the 
Michigan Department of Cor- 
rections by Circuit Judge Den- 
his J. O’Keefe. ; 

_ Marsack was found guilty of 
manslaughter in the slaying of 
Roger I. Hartman on July 2, 
1967. A jury of éight men and 
four women found him guilty af- 
ter nearly four hours of delibera- 
tion on October’ 26, 

The slaying took place on 
Chase Bridge Road in South 
Branch Township, Crawford 
County, about three miles north- 
east of Roscommon. 

Marsack had been free on 
$2,500 bond following the trial. 
The bond was cancelled and 

ack_was temanded to the 
custody of Sheriff Arthur Clough; 
Jr. 

Judge O’Keefe recommended 
the minimum sentence and took 
under advisement a motion by 
defense attorney James ‘N. Mc- 
Nally that Marsack be held pend- 
ing consideration of filing an ap- 
| peal o} or motion ion for anew trial.
